Moft Gracious Sovereign, 

Ww E your Majefty’s moft faithful Subje&s, be- 

ing truly feafible of the Bleffings which this 
Kingdom enjoys by your Majefty’s moft juft and 
indulgent Reiga over us, we can’t forbear expref- 
fing ovr utmott Deteftatian of thofe wicked and 
traiterous Pesfuns, who, regardlefs of their Oaths 
and Allegiance to your Majcfty, their Duty to their 
Country, aud Love to their Fellow Subjefts, would 
endeavour to raife a Rebellion agsioft your Royal 
Perfon. and Government, in order to introduce 
over a Free and Protefiant People, a Popith Pre- 
tender, bred up with the Notions of Tyranny and 
Superftition : And we beg Leave to repeat to 
your Majcfty the Tender of our Lives and For- 
tunes in the Defence of your facred Perfon and 
Royal Family, on which, we think, under God, 
depends the Prefervation of our excellent Confti- 
tution, and the Security of our Religion and our 
Properties. 

It is with the utmof Pleafure, Sir, we hear, 
that thofe perjured and ungrateful Men will not 
be fapporsed | by any Foreign Power ; and we make 
no doubt, but they will find themfelves as much 
deceived in their Attempts at Home, and be foon 
convinced, from the ready Affiftance of your faith- 
ful Subjeéte, that notwithftanding the evil Infioua- 
tions impofed on fome deluded People, there yet 
remains the true Spirit of Britifh Liberty, which 


always prefer the Clemency of Majefy’s 


Government, the Enjoyment of the Proteftant 
Religion, and our ancient Rights, to the arbitrary 
Reign of a Popifh lwpoftor. 


Londen, July 20.

Marquefs de St. Philip, Minifter of Spain, pute on 
a very gay Air, aod is mighty fecret as to the De- 
figns of the King bis Mafter. M. de Chavigny, 
inifter of France lately here, is not expected to 


. return hither, and the Domefticks whom he had 


left behind him are now going to him at Madrid. 
M. Iideris, the Imperial Mioilter, is arrived bere 
from Milan, and ’tis faid he is alfo appointed to go 
toFlorence. One of our _ ot 35 Men was at- 
tacked bya Barbary Corfair of 150 Men, but had 
the Fortune to efcape to Roles by Favour of 
the ote, having four killed, and fix woun- 
ded. The Captain of a French Veffel reports, that 
in the Malteze Channel be met with Captain De- 
cotto’s Ship, which a Corlair was carrying to Tri- 

dy 5 he was taken off of Palermo after three

Stockholm, July 9. * The Ruffian Minifter bere 
* has nowfied to bis Swedifh Majefty before his 
* Departure to Medwig, that the Czar before he 
* fet out for Aftracan left Orders with Prince Men- 
* gicoff and the Senate, that the Swedifh Envoy 
* M. Cedernereutz might open his Commiffions ta 
‘ them and begin his Conferences, but that they 
* fhould come to no Conclufion till the Matters in 
Treaty were communicated to bis Czarifh Majec- 
* fty and had received his Ratification. 


Vienna, July 8. * Abundance of rich Furniture | 


* is fending daily from hence to Presbourg, where 
* publick Matiers are carried very much to the 
‘ Good- liking of the Court. he Count de 
* Warmbrand, Aulick-Councellour of the Empire, 
‘ is turned Roman Catholick, to the extraordi- 
* nary Surprize of the Proteftants, it being not lon 
* fince be exerted himfelf very much in the De- 
* fence of their Privileges in the Empire, and par- 
‘ ticularly of thofe in the Palatinate : It ie pre- 
* fumed that the vacant Pott of Vice-Chaocellour 
* bas turned his Heart towards Popery, together 
‘ with the Hopes of being made a Privy-Coun- 
‘ cellour, It ie not kaown who among the Pro- 
* teftants is to facceed to the Office of Aulick- 
* Councellour of the Empire. The Imperial Coure 
‘ is expe€ted hither the 18th Inftant from Pres- 
* bourg. and about that time Count Dorring is ex- 
* pected to return bere from Munich, to » J 
$ in Form the Archdatchels in Marriage with the 
* Electoral Prince of Bavaria. The Emperour 
‘ has caufed a magnificent Diamond Crofs to be 
* made, defigning to offer it at his Retarn, to cur 
Lady of Maria-Zell. A Commiffion is dif- 
‘ oe to Count oe Secretary at Stock- 
* holm, to manage the German Affairs there in 
* the Count’s Ablence ; a like Commiffion is fent 
‘ to M. Hochholtzer, Secretary to the Embafly at 
* the Ruffian Court. The Pope ftrongly folicites 
* the Reftitution of Comachio. 

Hambourg, July 14. * The Affair concerning 
‘ the Succeffion to the Dutchy of Ploen grows 
* daily more favourable to the Duke de Rethwick, 
* and his Councellour M. Zitfcher is gone to Co- 
* penhagen to finifh the Agreement 5 > virtue of 
‘ which, the Duke obliges himfelf to aflign to 
* Count Cariftein a Sum of Money annually, in liew 
* of all future Peetenfions: The King of Denmark 
* is alfo difpofed to fupport the Duke's Pretenfions 
* preferably tothe Count’s. It is faid, that the 
* Opinions of fome eminent Civilians having beea 
* defired concerning the Cafe of Count Rantzau, 
* they have anfwered, that be deferves perpetual 
* Imprifonment, if not Death 5 and that if he will 
* not confefs any thing concerning his Brother's Af- 
* faffination, be is liable to be put to the Rack, 
‘ feeing none of the Affaffine are hitherto difco- 
‘ vered. The Letters from Petershourg fay, that 
* Prince Menzikoff is returned thither from Mof: 
* cow with thetwo young Princefles, The Mao 
* giftrates of this City have declared their Confene 
* to build an Houfe for the Imperial Minifters ac- 
* cording to the Model which the Count de Metfch 
‘ hasfent to Vienna. M. Berkentein, Councel- 
* lowe of State to the King of Deomark, went 
* through this Place the 13th Inftant on bis way to

* Envoy Extraordinary. M. Bottiger. the Czar's 
* Refident, bas received Advices from his Court,
